REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN 


Mason’s many problems have been accentuated during the 
past year. The relatively low valuation with the still lower per- 
cent of commercial valuation limits our source of income without 
any compensating relief in demands for municipal services. 


The Selectmen are still working under nineteenth century 
conditions because we feel the few hundred dollars required to 
modernize should go to other needs. The assessing work is also 
handicapped by the lack of a large scale map which could be used 
to indicate property lines. We now have to rely on meager in- 
formation supplied by the Registry of Deeds, inventories and 
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local knowledge. The more we approach the ‘Equalized Valua- 
tion’”’ determined by the State Tax Commission the better we fare 
on State assistance on roads and schools. The Selectmen have 
each spent about 350 hours in joint activities and probably an- 
other 150 hours in individual study during the past year. This 
includes 32 hours out of Town on week days. 


Under Protection of Persons and Property, we are still work- 
ing to build up and improve personnel and equipment. Because 
of our winding and hilly roads and the fact that over 50% are 
not black top, speed limits of 35 M.P.H. and less must be main- 
tained. Increased time has been required for investigation of burg- 
laries and other law violations. We must maintain the image of 
a Town where crime does not pay. We now have over a dozen 
water sources for fire fighting; some are natural, some improved 
natural and some dug. We still need more winter and dry 
weather sources. 


Under Highways and Bridges, this Department represents the 
largest item in the Town Budget and one which directly affects 
every resident. Mason has more road mileage per capita than 
most Towns. These are divided approximately as follows: Gravel 
roads plowed in winter 2014 miles, Paved Town roads 1114 miles, 
State roads 7 miles, Gravel roads not plowed 4 miles for a total 
of 43 miles. With State Aid we hope to black top about 14 mile 
per year. Difficult terrain will diminish the distance. Unless 
net valuation can be increased without increasing the school costs 
there seems to be little hope of accelerating the rate of road im- 
provement. Winter road costs went more than $1,000 over the 
budget due to snow conditions during the first three months of 
the year and the demands of the residents for plowing to start 
early in a storm. Good weather conditions this year up to the 
writing of this report lead us to believe we can live within our 
budget. 


In preparation for our Bi-Centennial Celebration, we hope to 
improve the drainage and lawn in front of the Town Hall, do 
some work inside and possibly improve the Carriage Sheds at 
the rear of the Church. The sheds have been used for some years 
to store Town equipment and it is only proper that the Town 
should maintain them. 


It is the policy of the present Board to operate as economi- 
cally as possible in the hope that by keeping taxes low we can 
encourage new building of the type that will materially increase 


our income.

We should like this coming year to enlist the aid of the Girl 
Scouts in planting more flowers and shrubs about the building 
and the 4-H Club in some long-overdue cleanup work so that we 
may be looking our best for 1968. 


This last fall Mrs. Clark and Mrs. Castle attended a sale of 
secondhand books at the Concord Public Library and were able 
to add about fifty new books to the children’s section. Also, Mrs. 
Crathern was kind enough to make possible the ordering of several 
dozen books from her book club at very low rates and several of 
the townspeople donated money for their purchase. We wish to 
express our thanks to them as we now have a new and exciting 
backlog of bestsellers which we have long needed. 


Our heartfelt thanks go to Mrs. Boyle and Mrs. Valentine 
and to our trustees Mrs. Clark and Mrs. Wentworth; these faithful 
helpers who give so much time and effort to keeping things run- 
ning properly and to easing the responsibilities of the librarian.

REPORT OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT 


Fire records are made by people — those who cause fires and 
those who control them. Your forest fire warden, deputy wardens, 
fire chief and firemen have, in spite of a prolonged drought, made 
one of the best fire control records in recent years. Despite a 
very dry spring, we in New Hampshire working together, have 
substantially reduced our fire incidence (885 in 1965 to 595 
in 1966). 


This enviable record is largely due to two factors: 


1. A closely coordinated and integrated state-town organiza- 
tion jointly carrying out programs of forest fire prevention, train- 
ing and suppression with dedicated personnel. 


2. Your appreciation of our forest fire control program and 
your individual effort in practicing fire prevention. 


Statistics show, however, there is room for improvement. Major 
problems are still with us; (1) the careless disposal of cigarettes; 
(2) the householder’s carelessness in burning rubbish; (3) the 
failure of woodlot owners and contractors to completely extinguish 
their brush burning fires; (4) failure to extinguish camp fires; 
(5) unsupervised children playing with matches. 


New Hampshire has 4,399,000 acres of woodland to be pro- 
tected. In 1966 we experienced 595 forest fires on this area and 
restricted acreage burned to 395 acres — a fine testimonial to 
the efficiency and dedication of the men who make up our forest 
fire control organization. 

1. If you must burn you will need a permit. Permits are 
not issued between 9:00 A.M. and 5:00 P.M. except on rainy days. 
Permits are not needed when the ground is covered with snow. 
To minimize risk the best way to dispose of rubbish is at your 
authorized town or municipal dumping area. 


2. Be sure all discarded smoking material is out. 


3. Don’t leave a live camp or cooking fire. 
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4. Most important — instruct your children that matches 
are not play things.

I feel the weekly patrol from December to April, adopted by 
the Department this year, has been quite beneficial to the Town 
of Mason.

REPORT OF CIVIL DEFENSE 


This past year has seen a reactivation of Civil Defense in the 
town of Mason. We have studied the problems of Mason and 
have submitted a plan for Civil Defense in Mason which has been 
approved by State and Regional offices. We are now eligible for 
matching funds from the Federal Office of Civil Defense for 
certain projects, and we are also eligible to purchase government 
surplus supplies and materials from the Surplus Properties Office 
in Concord. 


The primary function of Civil Defense is to make it possible 
for the town to be prepared for and to be ready to operate effi- 
ciently in the event of a disaster, military, civil, or natural. The

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD ON THE 
ACTIVITIES OF THE STUDY COMMITTEE 


The Mason School Board, in accordance with Article 12 1n the 
School Warrant last year, appointed a committee to study all possi- 
bilities for the education of secondary school students on a 7 
through 12 or 9 through 12 basis. 


The study group, formed in March 1966, consisted of Gladys 
Adshead, Edgar Petrie and Murdock Dunn. In October, Murdock 
Dunn found it necessary to resign and Arthur Rafter took his place. 
The committee met with administrative officials and observed the 
school systems at Appleton Academy, North Middlesex Regional 
High School, and Pinkerton Academy in Derry, New Hampshire. 
Along with School Board members, representatives of the study 
group attended meetings throughout the spring, summer, and fall 
with the New Ipswich study committee. The New Ipswich group 
were requested by their townspeople to investigate land and build- 
ing possibilities for an intermediate school. A complete report of 
all findings will be made available at the School District Meeting. 


Tt has been impossible to reach definite conclusions at this 
time, therefore, the School Board is again requesting permission to 
further study all possibilities relative to AREA or Cooperative 
School Systems. The Board is also asking that a committee be 
formed to study expansion of the Mason School. The need is ur- 
gent and immediate.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School Board and citizens of Mason, I respectfully 
submit my ninth annual report as your Superintendent of Schools. 


STAFF AND INSTRUCTION 


Very fortunately, only one change in staff was necessary at 
the Mason School this year. Mr. Joseph Hebert of Leominster, 
Mass., a graduate of Clark University of Worcester, was hired as 
teacher of Math and Science in Grades 5 through 8, replacing Mr. 
Dominic DiNardo. Mr. Herbert had no previous experience, but 
is older than the usual college graduate, and has progressed rap- 
idly as a teacher. 


The School Lunch Program at the Mason School came into 
being this year through the financial assistance provided under 
Title I of the Elementary - Secondary Education Act of 1965. The 
renovation was completed during the summer and needed kitchen 
units were installed. The program has met with much success 
under the leadership of Mrs. Bernadette Taylor of Greenville. Just 
before the end of the calendar year, the volunteer help that had 
provided assistance to Mrs. Taylor since the initiation of the pro- 
gram had to give way to paid help. It seems the program can 
stand the increased costs. The mothers of the town who assisted 
in getting this program launched are to be complimented for the 
time and effort that they expended to provide this kind of service 
for the children of the town. Without their help, the program 
would not exist today. 


The Title I money which started the Reading Assistance Pro- 
gram last year, taught by Mrs. Virginia Rafter, was expanded after 
the first of the year to a program of full time help three days a 
week and part-time two days a week. Test results have shown that 
this program really makes a difference in the ability of the young- 
sters to read effectively and more importantly, seems to change 
the attitude of these children toward school and reading to a far 
more satisfactory one. It is hoped that as children are brought up 
to a proper grade level in their reading ability, Mrs. Rafter might 
well be able to use some of her time to provide assistance in the 
other very fundamental area of Arithmetic. The effectiveness of 
these two programs, Lunch Program and Reading Assistance, has 
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certainly proved the worth of the Federal monies that were made 
available to the town. 


Now that schools are in satisfactory operation, time has dimmed 
the anguish that this superintendent and many other superintend- 
ents in the state experienced in finding teachers for the current 
school year. This year the teacher shortage was even more severe 
than in any year in the past, and it can be expected that the situa- 
tion 1s going to become more of a problem with each coming year. 
This is not a situation which is peculiar to the state of New Hamp- 
shire, but is a nation-wide problem. 


There are several reasons for the unusual teacher shortage: 


First, increased elementary and secondary enrollments; second, 
new educational programs stimulated by Federal assistance and 
local interest that have drawn off a number of teachers; third, 
migration of teachers to higher salaried positions in industry, and 
also to other nearby states; and four, the inability of our state edu- 
cational training institutions to accept all those who are interested 
in going into teaching because of a lack of sufficient facilities. 
These situations are not going to be immediately resolved. 


Mason was quite fortunate in having a full complement of 
teachers, as were all the other towns of the supervisory union, since 
a report issued by the State Department of Education indicated 
that as of August 30, 1966, just prior to the opening of school, 
there were still 158 classrooms that had no teachers. 96 of these 
vacancies were in the elementary school, 44 in the secondary school 
and 18 in special classes. 


The simplest way to solve this problem is to use every means 
available to the local district to encourage the present staff to stay 
in their positions and continue as teachers in the Mason School. 
One of the best ways of doing this is to try to insure that there 
will not be a migration of teachers into other communities, by 
providing salaries which meet the competition in the area. Within 
the budget presented to the district this year, fair salary increases 
are being requested to meet this need. 


BUILDING AND GROUNDS 


The new building is in excellent shape, the older structure is in 
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need of some maintenance which is being provided for in the 
present budget. Care of the building has not been all that could 
be hoped for because the custodian had a total work schedule that 
apparently was more than he could handle. More recently, a con- 
tracted janitorial service was arranged for between the Mason 
School District and Pioneer Plastics of Greenville, New Hampshire. 
Within the very short time which this contract has been in effect, 
very satisfactory results have been achieved and the care of the 
building is nearer to that which had been hoped for. 


The school is hampered by a very limited amount of storage 
space and, therefore, within the budget, money is provided to 
knock out a door in the wall of the entranceway to form a storage 
area. When this is accomplished, there will be a suitable and more 
satisfactory place for the storage of various janitorial supplies and 
equipment, which, at the present time, create quite a problem. 


In the old part of the building some painting is needed in 
the classrooms and in the entranceway in order to bring this up 
to acceptable standards. First, a leak in the tower area of the 
building must be repaired to make sure that the painting will not 
have been in vain. 


The grounds are slowly being improved. A_black-topped 
driveway has been laid down for a bus turn-around and loading 
area. It is hoped that in the coming year community organizations 
will take steps to further improve the recently developed play- 
ground area. 


FINANCE 


There are several areas in the budget where major increases 
are being recommended to the district. The matter of Teachers’ 
Salaries has already been referred to and the increase of approxi- 
mately $2,300 is a MUST if the present staff can hopefully be 
expected to return in another year. Since bus contracts are termi- 
nating as of June this year, an increase of about $400 is budgeted 
in the #500 Series to provide adequately for this service. In Cus- 
todial Salaries, an increase of $250 is budgeted to more realistically 
provide for this very necessary service. The largest increase takes 
place in Tuitions, where increased costs at Appleton Academy and 
North Middlesex Regional, combined with increased enrollments, 
result in an increase of about $6,000. The best part of the in-

crease in the budget lies within this area. An increase of about 
$300 is shown for the operation of the Supervisory Union, part of 
this for Superintendent’s salary and part for expenses for the 
operation of the Supervisory Union office. 


On the income side of the ledger, not quite as much money is 
expected to be received as is being received this year. This is pri- 
marily bcause of the fact that a balance of about $1,100 started off 
the present school year, but such a balance is not expected for the 
coming school year. The net effect of the above increases in costs 
and the reduction in income, results in a Total School Assessment 
to meet the School Board’s Budget of $62,929.00, or almost $11,000 
more than was raised to support schools for the present year. 


SPECIAL ARTICLE 


A Special Article appears in the Warrant to give the district 
an opportunity to act on the formation of an AREA Study Com- 
mittee. This type of Study Committee allows opportunity for a 
local committee to investigate an AREA plan or a Co-op plan with 
surrounding towns. This kind of study should be going on in 
Mason until the junior - senior high school problem for Mason 
is ultimately solved. 


CONCLUSION 


I want to compliment the teachers of the Mason School for 
the very superior job that they have been doing this year in meet- 
ing the needs of their children. Their efforts have been comple- 
mented by the efforts of Mrs. Taylor and the new custodial service 
to provide a school program and atmosphere which insures very 
good education for Mason children. 


The local school board has been most understanding of school 
problems and has worked hard to solve them. Their efforts reflect 
the cooperative spirit of the citizens of Mason that have been in 
evidence this year, as well as in previous years. The most notice- 
able indication of this interest, of course, has been the work of 
parents in supporting the Noon Lunch Program in a very realistic 
way. As long as this kind of interest on the part of Board and 
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community continue, as I am sure it will, folks in Mason can 
continue to be proud of the school and the program it offers.
